From The Air 


Jatost Could Be Hit With Disastrous 
Results. 

The hulk of the defunct battleship 
Alabama, with a crew of dummies, 
was completely smothered under an 
aerial gas bomb attack in Chesapeake 
Bay. The test was*a little unfair 
to the battleship, a’ a number of the 
bombs were dropped from an altitude 
of but 500 feet. _ It was brought out 
effectively, however, that once a tar- 
get could, be hit the results would be 
disastrous for those upon it. Phos- 
phorus bombs could envelop a ship 
in smoke and let aircraft play above 
it.as they pleased, while tear gas 
bombs could incapacitate the crew. 
These facts indicate that the airplane 
will be able to protect‘itself to a great 
extent as well-as to inflict punigsh- 
ment upon its sea-going adversaries. 
It leaves sea craft with no defense ex- 
cept airplanes of their own.—New 
York Globe,

Farm, Ottawa. 

The third series of egg laying con- 
tests conducted by the Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, and carried on 
at the Dominion Experimental Farms 
and Stations at Charlottetown, P.B.L, 


Nappan, N.S., Fredericton, N.B., Cap 
Rouge, Que., Ottawa, Ont., Brandon, 
Man., Indian Head, Sask., Lethbridge, 
Alta., and Agassiz, B.C,, that is, one 
point in each province, will continue 
for 52 weeks; or until October 31, 
1922. A, Canadian contest open to 
every Poultry breeder in-ethe country } 
is cagducted at the Central Experi- 
mental Farm, but the provincial com- 
petitions are open only to entries 
from breeders within the province in 
which the confest Is held.’ There are 


two classes for which certifieates em- 
bodying the records of the birds are 
given. One, known as Class A, is 
confined to birds that lay 150 eggs 
averaging 24 ounces to the dozen, 
within the year, and the other, styled 
Class AA, to the birds that lay 225 
eggs in the 52 weeks and comply. with 
the same conditions.

Cannot Kill Star Fish 


In Time Each Separated Part Forms 
Again. 
One of the commoner sights on the 
seashore is the “starfish.” This is 
often seen lying on the sands and is 
4 constant source of interest to the 
children. This fish has, however,—a 
remarkable power; its chief limb for 
feeding being its legs, says Answers. 

The dish that starfish prefers to 
any other is oysters, and it always 
preys on the oyster beds. Having 
chosen the particular oyster it de- 
sires, it proceeds to encircle it with 
its feet; these Teet are tube-like and 
serve the purpose of lungs as. well. 
It then exerts with these tube-feet a 
power so strong and steady on the 
valves of the shell that at last the 
top is torn off, and the Ain’ ex- 
posed. 

Then by some unknown means the 
starfish forces its own stomach out 
until the oyster is reached, and the 
only’ thing now left to be done is to 
eat. and digest its victim. Both 
these operations are done with its 
stomach, and the digestion takes 
place: very slowly. 

A band of starfish can easily de- 
molish a~bed.of oysters in a night. 
There does not seem to be any way 
in: which to prevent their intrusion, 
as it is useless to kill them and pull 
them to pieces. For if a starfish is 
torn to "pieces and the parts, scatter- 
ed about, each part will in time form 
a fresh fish.

The reduction in the cost of labor 
and supplies has given a sharp im- 
petus to gold mining, and particular- 
ly to the search for gold mines in 
British Columbia.

Chop the vegetables, add the salt 
and vinegar and cook for two hours. 
Then add the sugar. 
reach the boiling point again. Turn 
into sterilized botfles or jars and seal. 


. Spiced Pears. 
Half peck pears, 3 pounds sugar, 1 
pint vinegar, % ounce singer root, 
rind of % lemon, whole all’s spice, stick 
cinnamon, whole cloves. ; 

Cut the pears in half, remove the 
seeds and pare. Into each piece of 
pear stick threé or four cloves. Make 
a syrup of the vinegar and sugar. 
Divide the cinnamon, all-spice and gin- 
ger into two ‘parts, tie in cheesecloth 
bags dnd dd to syrup, When the 
syrup begins to simmer add the pears 
and lemon rind. Bring to the boiling 
point, remove from fire and turn into 
a stone jar. Cover and stand in a 
-cool place over night. 

Next day bring the mixture to the 
bolling pojnt, again place in the stone 
jar and let stand over,night. The 
following day heat as before. Do this 
for five consecutive nights. The fol- 
4owing day remove the fruit from the 
syrup, heat the syrup and evaporate 
it until there js just enough to cover 
the fruit. Add the fruit to the hot 
syrup, heat to the boiling point, 
then put in glass or stone jars or tum- 
blers. 

Peaches may be pickled in the tame 
way as pears: 

it is always well to see that every- 
thing is on hand before beginning to 
work. Fresh spices should be on 
hand, bottles, jars and a good quality 
of pickling vinegar. 

Larger quantities may be prepared 
by proportionately inereasing the 
quantities given, 

These recipes may be a little extra 
trouble to prepare, but the tastiness 
of the product fully repays the effort,

Important as good reads have always beenin the internal economy of the 
country, they have taken an added importance and value with the coming of 
the motor driven car. Poor roads were never cheap at-any time, and the 
cost of building good roads and 1 maintafning them is small in comparis on to 
the cost of bad roads in these days of the automobile. 

, It is false economy, penny-wise and pound foolish, to refrain from the 
necessary expenditure for good roads and then, as individual citizens and tax- 
payers, pay out many times the amount in loss of valuable time, huge bills 
for repairs to expensive cars, and enormous waste in the use of gasoline and 
oll, all of which is the inevitable result of bad roads. And eyery farmer 
knows the loss he sustains when forced to haul a half-load of grain many 
miles to an elevator because of the state of the roads, as compared with 
the hauling of a-full load in less time, and at le#s labor for his horses, over 
a good road, 

Two main things appear. to be required. First, that the haphazard meth 
od of road building by municipalities, oft times with inexperienced men im 
charge, be replaced by systematic planning and work carried out by the Pro- 
vincial Governments under the direction of qualified engineers and road-mak- 
ing experts. To some sifght extent this better method is being followed, 
but there is still room for its extension. In fact, in all Provinces through- 
out the West the Provincial Governments’ should be. responsible-for the 
proper construction of all main highways, leaving only the minor local 
arteries leading into those highways to the care of the municipal councils. 

Second, and of equal importance, is the question of the maintenance 
of the roads once. they have been built. Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
spent in the construction of fairly good rqads have been lost, owing to failure 
to provide proper maintenance and upkeep. There is hardly a district in 
Western Canada which does not proyide such object lessans of almost crim- 
inal mismahagement and waste. 

The present time, when there is considerable unemployment throughout 
the country, would seem to suggest itself as a most opportune occasion to 
embark on An active and well-considered programme of good roads co 
struction throughout the West. True, road-building cannot be carried on 
during. the severe winter months when the ground is frozen, but the pro- 
grammes could now be made and orders placed for necessary materials, thus 
providing winter employment in the manufacture of such materials, and 
then with the completion of seeding next spring thousands of men could be 
put actively at work and kept steadily employed untjl harvest and threshing. 
called them into the fields, instead of, as’ now, bringing tens of theusands 
of harvest hands into the country for a few weeks’ work at high wages right 
on the eve of winter setting in, hundreds of whom find that their harvest 
Wages are not sufficient to carry them over the-winter and they, therefore, 
become a charge upon the cities and towns into ‘which they drift when 
threshing is completed. s

A statement issued by the League 
sSays.that, confronted by the extreme 
diMculty of gonciliating the eeonomic 
the Council 
first of all charged a committed, com- 
posed of Belgian, Brazilian, Chinese 
and Spanish delegates, with the study 
of the problem. The committee 
reached the conclusfon that frontier 
drawn either In accordance with the 
plebiscite or the economic conditions | 
without other stipulations, was bound 
to have unfortunate results, 

The committee accordingly recom- 
mended a new frontier, together. with 
& guarantea against the dislocation 
of existing economic conditions ex- 
tending ovér a period long enough 
to permit the region to adapt itself as 
completely and effectively as possible 
to the new economic situation. The 
committee also requested experts to 
study general measures, the applica- 
ould assure contin- 
nomic life of Upper 
Silesia and reduce to a minimum the 
dificulties during the period of 
change. 

The economic stipulations tor mitilalts 
ed by the experts provide for the ap- 
plication over a fixed period, in some 
cases»extending to 13 years, of a 
serieg of arrangements respecting 
railways and water and electric sup- 
plies, as well ag’ the suppression of 
custom duties on numerous articles, | 
including wine and coal, and’ ‘the 
maintenance of the German mark as 
legal currency in the regions ceded 
to Poland. 

The Council recommends with adop- 
fion of these plans es peg with that 
of a guarantee relative to political 
minorities, believing: the latter to be 
an essential compliment to the es- 
tablishment of a political frontier. © 


Grain Censiaien 
In Montreal Port 


Europe Has Stopped Buying and Situ- 
‘ _atign Is Serious. 

Montréal There is now. acute — 
grain congestion in the Montreal har- 
bor elevators Which promises to be — 
the most serious eyer experienced in 
this port. No. 2 elevator and the 
Grand Trunk elevator have already 
suspended all operations, “being filled 
to capacity. Twenty-two grain boats 
from the Great Lakes are lying in the 
harbor with full holds, but the eleva- 
tors are, helpless and cannot receive 
any further shipments. To make 
matters worse/more lake boats are 
due here shortly. 

Roughly speaking thane are thirteen 
hundred carloads of grain waiting for 
the Grand Trunk elevator and about 
two~thousand for the harbor eleva, 
tors, while’ between. Montreal and 
Georgian Bay ports approximately 30,- 
000,000 bughels are either in transit or 
stored, : : 

The main cause of this existing 
acute congestion, which is causing no 
little apprehension, is the fact that 
Europe has stopped buying, with the 
result that tramp‘ steamers no longer 
come here.
